AN ACT to incorporate the City of Portland. 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the state of Oregon: 
CHAPTER I. 


Of the boundaries and incorporation of the city. 


Scction 1. Boundaries of the city includes Caruthers’ addition. -

Section 1. The city of Portland is bounded as follows: com- 
mencing at the south west corner of the donation land claim of 
¥inice Caruthers, deceased; thence running easterly following 
the southern side line of said land claim to the bank of the. Wil- 
lamette river, at the south east corner of said land claim ; ‘thence 
continuing such easterly course, on a projection of sich line, to 
the centre of the Willamette river; thence northerly down the 


‘centre of said river, until it shall intersect a‘projection of the 


north side line of the claim known, ag the land elaim of John H. 
Couch ; thence westerly'on such last named projection to the 


‘north east. corner of.such Couch land claim; thence following, 


such north line of such Couch claim, or a projection thereof, 
seventy chains; thence southerly, in a direct line to the place of 
beginning. ’ Ss ee, 7 . 
‘Sec. 2. The inhabitants of. the city of Portland, :are hereby 
constituted and declared to be 'a municipal corporation, by the 
name and style of the city of Portland, and by such name, shall 


have perpetual: succession, sue and be sued, plead and be implead-. 


ed, in all courts of justice, and in all actions, suits or proceedings' 
whatever: may purchase, hold and receive property, both real and 
personal, within said city for public buildings, public works and 
city-improvements ; may lease, sell or dispose of the same for. the. 
benefit of the city; may purchase, hold and receive property,

both real and personal, beyond the liniits of the city, to be used 
for burial purposes; for the establishment and maintenance-of a 
hospital, for the reception of persons affected with contagious or 
other diseases; for work houses, and for houses of correction ; 
also for the erection of water works to supply the city with water, 
and may control, lease, sell or dispose of the same for thébenefit 
of the city; and they. shall have and use a common seal, and may 
alter and break the same, or make a new one at pleasure.

SECTION 3. The power and authority given to the municipal 
corporation of the city of Portland, by this act, is vested in a 
mayor and common council, and their successors in office, to be 
exercised in the manner -hereinafter prescribed. 

Sec. 4. For the purposes of municipal representation, the city 
of Portland is hereby divided into three wards, designated and 
bounded as follows: Ward number one, which includes all that 
part of such city, north of Washington street; ward number two, 
which includes all that part of the city, between Washington and 


. Main streets; and ward number three, which includes all that 


part of the city, south of Main street; and the council,. by ordi- 
nance, may create additional wards, or change the boundaries of 
those herein established; but the dividing line thereof, must be on 
the centre of streets, running at right angles to the Willamette 
river. 

Sec. 5. Each ward herein established, and any additional ward 
that may hereafter be established, is entitled to elect three mem- 


bers of the common council. | 


Suc. 6. The members of the common council shall be elected © 


for three years, and shall hold their offices until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 
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Sec. 7.. The mayor shall be elected for two years and shall 
hold his office until his successor is elected.and qualified. 

Sec. 8. There shall be elected as hereinafter provided a recor- 
der, treasurer, assessor, auditor, attorney, street commissioner, 
surveyor and marshal, ‘who shall be officers in this municipal cor- 
poration. The recorder, treasurer, and assessor, shall be elected 
for two years by the qualified voters of this corporation, as here- 
inafter provided, and shall hold their offices until their successors 
are elected aft qualified, and the marshal, attorney, street com- 
missioner, surveyor and auditor, shall be elected by the common 
council, the votes of a majority of all the members then constitu- 
ting the council being necessary to elect, -and they shall hold í 
their offices until their successors are elected and qualified, liable, 
however, to be removed at any time, by the mayor and council 
for misfeasance, inattention or incompetency. 

SEC. 9. No person is eligible to any office in this municipal 
corporation, who at the time of his election or appointment is 
not entitled to the privilege of an elector, according to’the cou- 
stitution of this state, and who has not resided in the city of 
Portland for the three months next preceding such election or - 
appointment. . i 

SEC. 10. In addition to-the qualifications prescribed in section 
9, to be eligible to the office of councilman, a person must be a 
resident of the ward from which he is elected.

There shall be a general election-in the city of 
Portland, on the third Monday of June annually.

Sec. 12. All officers required to be elected by this act, except 
those elected by the, common council, shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of the city or ward as the case may be, at the 
general election, next preceding the expiration of the term, of the 
then incumbent of the office. l 

Sec. 13. The council shall designate one place in each ward 
for holding the election therein, and appoint three judges, and 
two clerks of election for each ward. i oo 

Sec. 14. The auditor, under the direction of th@council, shall 
give ten days’ notice by publication in some daily newspaper pub- 
lished in the city of Portlaiid, of each general election, the officers 


to be elected thereat, and the place designated in each ward for ' 


holding the election therein, and the judges and clerks appointed 
to conduct the same. 

Src. 15. No person is qualified to vote at any election under 
this act, who does not possess the qualifications prescribed in 
section 9, and who has not resided in the ward in which he offers 
to vote for the ten days next preceding such election. 

SEC, 16. The mayor, recorder, treasurer and. assessor shall 
each be elected by the qualified voters of the city, and the coun- 
cilmen by the qualified voters of the ward from which they are 
chosen. 


Sec. 17. All elections shall commence at 9 o’clock, A. M..and | 


continue until six o’clock of the same day, without *closing: the 
polls. If any judge of election fails to attend and serve at the 


_ proper time; the voters of the ward, then present may elect 


another in his place, and if any clerk of election fails to attend 
and serve at the proper time, the judges of the election may ap- 
point another in his place. 

Sec. 18. Judges and clerks of election must possess the qual- 
ifications of voters in the ward where they act as such, buta 


mistake or error in this respect, or a failure to give the notice re- | 


quired by section 14, shall not invalidate any election otherwise 
legal. 

ee. 19. On or before the second day after the election, the 
returns thereof, from each ward, must be filed with the auditor, 
and on the fourth day after the election, or sooner, if the returns 
from all the wards are in, the auditor shall call to his assistance, 
the county clerk of the county of Multnomah, and a justice of 
the peace resident in Portland, and they three shall then canvass 
the returns of the election. Í 

Sec. 20. A written statement of the canvass shall be made 
and signed by the canvassers or a majority of them, and filed with 
the auditor, within the time appointed to complete the canvass. 
Such writing must contain a statement of the whole number of 
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votes given at such election, the number given for any person for 
any office, and the names of the persons elested and to.what office. 

Sec. 21. Immediately after the completion of the canvass, the 
auditor must make and sign a certificate of election, for each per- 
son declared thereby to be elected, and deliver the same to him 
on demand. 

Sec. 22. A certificate of election is primary evidence of the 
facts therein stated; but the council is the final judge of the qual- 
ification and election of the: mayor and its own members, and in 
case of a contest between two persons claiming to be elected 
thereto, must determine the same. . ` 

' Sec. 23. A contested election for any other office thanthat of 
mayor or councilman, must be determined according to the law ` 
of the state,. regulating proceedings in copes elections in 
county offices. 

SEC. 24. The term of office of every. person elected to. office, 
under this act, shall commence on the tenth day after the election 
at which he was elected, and terminate accordingly, except- as 
otherwise provided in this act: and by such time, such person 
must qualify therefor by taking and filing the oath of -office, and 
giving such official undertaking for the faithful performance of 
his duties as may be required, or he shall be deemed to have de- 
clined and:the office considered. vacant. 

Sec. 25. All officers elected under this act, before entering 
‘upon the duties of their office must take and file with. the auditor 
an oath of office to the following effect: - 

“I, A. B. do solemnly swear (or'affirm) that I will support the 
constitution of the-United States and of this state, and that I will, 
‘to the best of my ability, faithfully perform the duties: of the 
office of i during my continuance therein. So a me

- If the person affirms natai of the last clause, there. iat þe 
added: “and this I promise under the pains and peniten: of 
perjury.” 

Sec. 26. All Jaws of this state regulating and governing gen- 
eral elections, and proceedings and matters incidental thereto, 
~ shall apply to and govern elections under this act, extept.as herein 

otherwise provided.

Section 27. An office becomes vacant upon the death or res- 
ignation of the incumbent. ‘The office of mayor, treasurer or as- 
sessor, shall be deemed vacant, whenever the incumbent. thereof, 
shall be absent from the city for the period of sixty days. The 
office of recorder shall be deemed vacant, whenever the incum- 
bent shall be absent from the city for the period of ten days. The 
office of councilman shall be deemed vacant whenever any imcum- 
bent thereof, shall cease to be a resident of the ward, which he 
represents, or shall fail to attend six consecutive regular meetings 
of the council, unless absent tipon leave of the council first ob- 
tained ; but a change of the boundaries of any ward, shall not 
be deemed to change the residence of any councilman, so as to 
create or cause a vacancy in such office. 

Sec. 28. A vacancy in any office, caused by a failure of the 
person elected to qualify therefor as prescribed in section 24, or _ 
made by or consequent upon the judgment of any court, or in ‘ 
any of the cases specified in section 27, must be filled as follows : 
_ 1. In the office of mayor or councilman, by the appointment of 
the council, to continue until the tenth day after the next general 
election, and if the term of such office does not then expire, the 
remainder thereof shall be filled by election, at such general elec- - 
tion; 

2. In the office of recorder, treasurer or assessor, by the ap- 
pointment of the mayor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the council, to continue during the remainder of the term.: 

‘Sec. 29. An officer appointed to fill a vacancy must within 
five days from the date of such appointment qualify therefor, as 
in a case of an officer elected, or he shall be deemed to have de- 
clined and the office to be considered vacant.

Section 30. The conncil must provide for the time and place 
of itsregular meetings, at any of which it may adjourn to the next 
succeeding regular meeting or to some specified time, prior there- 
to, and it may be convened by the mayor at any time, upon not 
less than two days notice by publication in some daily newspaper 
published in the city of Portland. 

Sec. 31. A majority of the members of the council shall con- 
stitute a quorum to do business, but a less number may meet and 
adjourn from time to time, and compel the attendance of absent 
members. 

Sec. 32. The council may adopt rules for the eveninien of 
the conduct of its members and its proceedings. It must keep a 
journal of its proceedings, and on the call of any two of its mem- 
bers, must cause the yeas and nays to be taken and entered on its 
journal, upon any question before it ; ,but upon a question to ad- 
journ, the yeas and nays shall not be taken, unless upon the call 
of uu members. Its deliberations and proceedings must be 

ublic. i a 
ia Sec. 33. The council may punish any member for disorderly 
or improper conduct at any meeting, or for refusing or neglecting 
to attend any regular meeting without sufficient excuse, therefor, 
and may by a two-thirds vote expel a member. 

Sec. 34. The mayor is ex-officio president of the council, and 
presides over its deliberations, when in'session. He is not enti- 
tled to vote, but has authority to preserve order, enforce the rules 
of the council, and determine the order of business, subject to 
such rules, and to an appeal to the council. Ifthe mayor should 
be absent at any meeting of the council, the council must appoint 
one of their own members president, to serve during the meeting, 
or until the mayor attends. 

Sec. 35. On the tenth day next following. any general election 
there must be a regular meeting of the council, and such meeting 
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is appointed by this act, and no notice thereof or call therefor, is 
necessary. , 

Src. 36. A majority of the whole number constituting the 
council, as then provided by law, is a majority of the council or 
members thereof, within the meaning of this act, and not other- 
wise, unless expressly so provided. ‘The concurrence of a major- 
ity of a quorum is a sufficient majority to determine any question 
or matter, other than the final passage of an ordinance. 

Src. 37. The style of every ordinance shall be, “ The city of 
Portland does ordain as follows.” 

DEC. 38. The council has power and authority within the city 


. of Portland: 


1. To assess levy and-collect taxes for general municipal pur- 
poses, not to exceed one half of one per centum, upon all property, 
both real and personal, which is taxable by law for state or 
county purposes. 

2. To license, tax and regulate auctioneers, taverns, hawkers, 
peddlers, brokers, pawn-br okérs, and all offensive or noxious 
trades or occupations. 

3. To license, tax and regulate hacks, cabs, nee carriages, 
wagons, carts, drays, or other vehicles, and to fix the rates thereof, 

4. To license, tax, regulate and restrain bar rooms, drinking 
shops, theatrical and other exhibitions, shows, public amuse- 
ments, steamboat runners, billiard tables and bowling alleys, and 
to suppress bawdy houses, gaming and gambling houses, provid- 
ed, that no law or part thereof authorizing any tribunal or officer 
of Multnomah county, to grant tavern or grocery licenses, shall 
apply to persons vending liquors within the city of Portland.. 

6: To make regulations to prevent the. introduction of con- 
tagious diseases into the city ; to remove persons affected with 
such diseases therefrom to suitable hospitals provided by the tity 
for that.purpose: to secure the protection of persons and property 
therein, and to provide for the health, cleanliness, ornament, 
peace and good order of the city. 

7. To prevent and remove nuisances. 

8. To provide the city with good and wholesome water, and 
for the erection, or construction of such water-works and reser- 
voirs, within or without the limits of the city, as may be necessary 
or convenient therefor. 

9. To provide for lighting the streets and furnishing the city 
with gas or other light, and for the erection or construction of 
such works as may be necessary, or convenient therefor.

To provide for the prevention and extinguishment of fire, 
and for the preservation of property endangered thereby, and for 
the salma of officers required for such purposes.

squares during the term thereof. , 

23. To levy and collect a special tax of one per centum upon 
all the property assessed by authority of the first sub-division of 
this section, for any specific object within the authority of this 
municipal corporation, including the payment of any existing debt, 
but the ordinance providing ther efor, must specify the object 
thereof, and the estimated amount necessary therefor. 

24. To borrow money on the faith of. the city or loan the 
credit thereof, or both. l 

25. To appropriate money to pay the debts, Habilities and 
expenditures of the city, or any part or item thereof, from any 
fund applicable thereto.

SECTION 40. The mayor is the executive of the municipal cor- 
poration, and must exercise a careful supervision over its general 
affairs and subordinate officers. It is his duty annually at the 
regular meeting of the-council appointed by this act, to communi- 
cate, by message to the council, a general statement of the con- 
dition and afiairs of this municipal corporation, and to recommend 
the adoption of such measures as he may deem expedient and 
proper; and to make such special communications to the council 
from time to time as he may think proper and useful. 

Sec. 41. The mayor shall take and approve all official under- 
takings, which the ordinances of this city may require any officers 
to give as a security for the faithful performance of his duty, or 
any undertaking which may be required of any contractor for the 
faithful performance of his contra¢t, and when he approves such 
undertaking he must immediately file the same with the.auditor. 

Sec. 42. He shall perform such other duties and exercise such 
other authority as may be prescribed by this act, any city ordi- 
nance or any law of the United States or of this state. 

Sec. 43. No ordinance passed by the council: shall go into 
force or be of any effect until approved by the mayor, except as 
provided in sections 44, 45 and 46. 
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Sec. 44. Upon the passage of any ordinance, the enrolled copy 


thereof, attested by the auditor, shall be submitted to the mayor . - 


by the auditor, and if the mayor approve the same, he shall write 
upon it approved, with the date thereof, and siga it. with his 
name of office, and thereupon, unless otherwise’ provided therein, 
such ordinance shall become a law, and be of force and effect: 

Sec. 45. Ifthe mayor do not approve of an ordinance so sub- 
mitted, he must within ten days from the receipt thereof, return 
the same to the auditor, with his reasons for not approving it, and 
if the mavor do not so return it, such ordinancg shall become a 
law, as if he had approved it. | 

Sec. 46. Upon the first meeting of tht council after the return 
of an ordinance from the mayor not approved, the auditor shall 
deliver the same to the council, with the message of the mayor, 
which must be read, and such ordinance shall then be put upon its 
passage again, and if two-thirds of all the members constituting 
the council as then provided by law vote in the affirmative, it shall 
become a law, without the approval of the mayor and not otber- 
Wise. . 

Sec. 47. During any temporary absence of the mayor from 
the city, or if he be unwell or for any reason unable to act, the 
recorder shall be the acting-mayor, and perform. all the duties of 
such office during such temporary absence or disability, except as 
otherwise provided in this act.

Section 48. The recorder is the judicial officer of the cor- 
poration, and shall hold a court therein, which shall be known as 
“ The recorder’s court for the city of Portland.” 

DEC. 49. The recorder has jurisdiction of all crimes defined 
by any ordinance of the city of Portland, and of all actions brought 
to enforce or recover any forfeiture or penalty declared or given 
by any such ordinance. 

Sec. 50. The recorder has the jurisdiction and authority of a 


' “justice of the peace for the county of Multnomah, within the 


limits of the City of Portland, in both civil and criminal matters, 
and shall be subject to all the general laws of the state prescribing 
the duties of a justice of the peace, and the mode of performing 
them. 

Sec. 51. All civil or crimina! proceedings before the recorder 
or in the recorder’s court, including all proceedings for the viola- 
tion of any city ordinance, are governed and regulated by the gen- 


eral laws of the state applicable to justices of the peace, and jus- 


tice’s courts, in like or similar cases. 

Sec. 52. The treasurer is receiver of taxes, and must receive 
and keep all moneys that shall come to the city by taxation or 
otherwise, and pay out the same upon the warrant of the Mayor, 
attested by the auditor. 

Sec. 53. The treasurer must keep an account with the gen- 
eral fund, and a separate account with each special fund that may 
be raised for any specific object, and when a warrant is drawn on 
any partitular fund, it canonly be paid out of such fund. 

Sec. 54. The treasurer must make a report of the receipts and 
expenditures for the quarter ending the last day of March, June, 
September and December, and file the same with the auditor 
within five days from the expiration of such quartets respectively, 
which reports must be published by the auditor, as may be pre- 
scribed byvordinance. 

Src. 55. The assessor must annually make a correct list of all 
the property subject to taxation by the city of Portland, with 
the valuation thereof, and certify and return the same to the au- 
ditor. : 
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Sec. 56. A person deeming himself aggrieved by any sach 

assessment, either in the valuation or listing of the property, may 

apply in-writing to the council, to have stich assessment revised, 

and if the council deem the same erroneous, they must correct it. 

The party applying for such correction, may be examined as a 

witness in relation to the matter, if he desire it, or the council 
require it. l 


Sec. 57. The assessment of property must be made in the’ 


manner prescribed by law, for assessing property for state and 
county taxes ;, but the form of the assessment roll, and the-rule 


for ascertaining the ownership of property, and in whose name it - 


may be assessed, may be prescribed by ordinance ; and the time 
of making such assessment and the return thereof, and of apply- 
ing to the council for a revision thereof, must be prescribed by 
ordinance. 

Sec. 58. The marshal is a peace officer, and must execute all 
process issued by the recorder, or directed to him by any magis- 
trate of this state. He must attend regularly upon the sittings of 
the recorder’s court and the meetings of the council. 

Sec. 59. The marshal may, with the approval of the mayor, 


appoint one or more deputies, who shall possess the same power . 


and authority as himself. -He may make arrests fer a breach of 
the peace, or the commission of a crime within the limits of thé 
city, with or without warrant, as a peace officer may do- under 
the laws of the State. na 

Sec. 60. The marshal has and must exercise a vigilant control 
over the peace and quiet of the city, and he is the keeper of the 
city prison.or house of correction, unless otherwise prescribed by 
ordinance. He must collect all delinquent taxes and assessments 
when required by warrant, and pay the same to the treasurer 
monthly. : 
_ Sec. 61. The street commissioner must perform such duties 
in relatiomto the improvement, repairing and cleaning the streets, 
sidewalks, and public grounds, and keeping the same in good order 
and safe condition, as may be prescribed by ordinance. 

Sec. 62. The city attorney must attend to all actions, suits of 
proceedings in which the city is legally interested, and attend to 


the prosecution of all persons charged with the violation of a city - . 


ordinance, and give his advice and opinion in writing concerning 
any matter in which the city is interested, when required by the 
mayor or council. 

Sec. 63. The auditor is the accounting and clerical officer of 
the city. He is the clerk of the Council, and by ordinance may 
be required to act as clerk in the recorder’s court. 
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Sec. 64. All demands and accounts against the city must be 
presented to the auditor with the necessary evidence in support 
thereof, and he must audit the same, and report them to the coun- 
cil with all convenient speed, together with any suggestions or 
explanations which he may deem proper and pertinent. | 

Sec. 65. „When a demand or account has been reported to the 
council by the Auditor, they ‘must examine the same if they deem 
it necessary, and by a vote direct whether the same shall be paid 
or any part thereof, as they may deem it just and legal. 

SEC. 66. When the council orders any demand or account to 
be paid, if money has been appropriated for that purpose, and not 
otherwise, the auditor must draw a warrant upon the treasurer for 
the amount ordered paid, which warrant must be drawn on tke 
special or general fund appropriated therefor, and be signed by the 
Mayor and be attested by the auditor. 

Sec. 67. The auditor’s name of office, whether acting as audi- 
tor or clerk of the council, is “ auditor and clerk of the city of 
Portland.” It is his duty, under the direction of the council, to 
keep a fair and correct journal of its proceedings, and to file and 
keep all papers and books connected with the business of the 
council. 

Sec. 68.- He must issue all licenses authorized by city ordi- 
nance, upon the delivery to him of the receipt of the treasurer for 
the amount of money required for such license. , 

Sec. 69. The auditor must keep proper books of account, 
showing therein all sums appropriated, the date thereof, and out 
of what fund; the date and amount of all warrants drawn thereon 
and to whom payable, and all such other matters and_ things as 
may be prescribed by ordinance, or proper and necessary to a cor- 
rect understanding of the city finances. 

Sec. 70. The official books and papers of all the officers men- 
tioned in this chapter, are city property, and must be kept as such 
by such officers during their continuance in office, and then de- 
livered to their successors. 

Sec. 71. The marshal and recorder, when acting under or en- 
forcing the laws of the State, shall. be entitled to the same fees 
and compensation as a constable and justice of the peace for like 
services, and such compensation for other services as may be pre- 
scribed by ordinance. All other officers mentioned in this chapter 
shall receive such fees and compensation as may be prescribed by ` 
ordinance. 

Sec. 72.’ The duties of the surveyor shall be provided by or- 
dinance, and other duties not inconsistent with this act may be re- 
quired of any officer mentioned in this chapter, by ordinance. 
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Ser. 73. The official books and papers of any officer mention- 
ed in this chapter, may be inspected at any time by a committee 
of the council appointed for that purpose, or by the mayor. 

Sec. 74. The auditor is authorized to administer any oath au- 
thorized or required to be taken by any Jaw of this State or city 
ordinance. 

Sec., 75. The recorder must keep a proper account “of all fines, 
costs, or other moneys received by him or paid into his court, 
when tiot acting as justice of the peace.” 

Src. 76. The recorder must pay to the treasurer monthly, all 
moneys mentioned in section 75, and take duplicate receipts there- 
for, one of which he must immediately file with the auditor. 

Src. 77. Any fees or costs earned or due the recorder or mart- 
shal on account of proceedings before him or in his court, when 
not acting as justice of the peace, must be paid by the city. The 
recorder and marshal must each make. out a monthly account of 
such fees or costs, and deliver to the auditor, and the auditor must 
audit the same, and if found correct, it must be paid as other ac- 
counts and demands against the city.

Sec. 78. The council has power and is authorized, whenever 
it deems it expedient, to establish or alter the grade, and to im- 
prove any street or part thereof, now or hereafter, laid out or-es- 
tablished within the corporate limits of the city. The power and 
authority to improve a street, includes the power and authority to 
improve the sidewalks or pavements, and to determine and pro- 
vide for everything convenient and necessary concerning such im- 
provement. l 

SEC. 79. No grade or improvement mentioned in section 78, 
can be undertaken or made without ten days’ notice thereof being 


first given by publication in some daily newspaper in the city of 


Portland. 

Sec. 80. Such notice must be given by the auditor, by order 
of the council, and must specify with convenient certainty the 
street or part thereof proposed to be improved, or of which the 
grade is proposed to be established or altered, and the kind of im- 
provement which is proposed to be made. 

Src. 81. Within ten days from the final publication of such 
notice, the owners of two-thirds of the property adjacent to such 
street or part thereof, as the case may be, may make and file with 
the auditor a written remonstrance against the proposed improve- 
ment, grade or alteration thereof, and thereupon the same shall 
not then be farther proceeded in or made. | 

‘Sec. 82. If no such remonstrance be so made and filed, the 
council at its earliest convenience thereafter, and within six months 
from the final publication of such notice, may establish the pro- 
posed grade or alteration thereof, or commence to make the pro- 
posed improvement, as hereinafter provided. 

Src. 83. In the case of a notice to establish a grade or alter- 
ation thereof, the council within the time limited by section 82, 
may establish the same by ordinance as provided in the notice. 

Src. 84. In case the notice be for the improvement of a 
street or a part thereof, the council may proceed to ascertain 
and determine the probable cost of making such improvement, 
and assess upon each lot or part thereof, liable therefor, its pro- 
portionate share of such cost. 
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Sec. 85. When the probable cost of the improvement has 
been ascertained and determined, and the proportionate share - 
thereof, of each lot or part thereof -has been assessed, as provi- 
ded in section 84, the council must declare the same ‘by ordin- ` 
ance, and direct its clerk to enter a statement thereof in the 
docket of city liens, as provided in the next section. 

Sec. 86. The docket of city liens is a book, in which must 
be entered in pursuance of section 85, the following matters in 
relation to assessments for the improvement of streets: 

1. The number or letter of the lot assessed, and the numbér 
or letter of the block in which it is situated, and if a separate 
assessment is made upon a part of a lot, a particular designa- 
tion of such part; ; 

2. The name of the owner thereof, or that the owner ‘is 


unknown; 


3. The sum assegsed! upon such lot or part thereof, and the 
date of the entry. a 

Sec. 87. The docket of city liens is a public writing, andthe 
original or certified copiestof any matter authorized to be en- 
tered therein, are entitled to the force and effect thereof; and 
from the date of the entry therein, of an assessment upon a lot 
or part thereof, the sum se entered is to be deemed:a tax levied 
and a lien thereon, which shall have priority over all other liens 
or incumbrances thereon, whatever. i 

Sec. 88. For the purpose of ascertaining who is the owner 
of any lot or part thereof, assessed for the improvement of a 
street, the auditor shall take the certificate of the county clerk, 
for the county of Multnomah, stating who is the owner thereof, 
at the date of the ordinance making the assessment, as..may 


- appear from the record of deeds for such county, which certifi- 


cate such county clerk is authorized and required to give, when 


demanded by the auditor. ' 


Sec. 89. A sum of money assessed for the improvement of 
a stréet, cannot be collected, until, by order of the council, ten 
days’ notice thereofis given by the auditor, by publication in 
a daily newspaper published in the city of Portland; sich 
notice must substantially contain the matters required to be 
entered in the decket-of city liens, concerning such assessment. 

Src. 90. If within five days from the final publication of the 
notice prescribed in section 89, the sum .assessed upon any lot 
or part thereof, is not wholly paid to the city treasurer, and a 
duplicate receipt therefor filed with the auditor, the council may 
thereafter order a warrant for the collection of the same, to be 
issued by the auditor directed tothe city marshal, or other per- 
son authorized to collect taxes due the city. 

Sec. 91. Such warrant must require the person to whom it is 
directed to forthwith levy upon the lot or part thereof, upon 
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which the assessment is unpaid, and sell the same in the matter 
provided by law, and to return the proceeds of such sale, less 
his fees, to the city treasurer and the warrant to the auditor, 
with his doings endorsed thereon, together with the receipt of 
the city treasurer, for the proceeds of such sale as paid to him. 

Sec. 92. Such warrant shall have the foree and effect of an 
execution against real property, and shall be executed in like 
manner, except as in this chapter otherwise specially provided. 

Src. 98. The person executing such warrant shall imme- 
diately make a deed for the property sold thereon to the pur- 
chaser, stating therein that the same is made subject to redemp- 
tion as provided in this chapter. Within three years from the 
date of such sale, the owner or his successor in interest, or any 
person having a lien by judgment, decree or mortgage in the 
property or any part thereof separately sold, may redeem the 
same upon the-terms and conditions povided in’ the next 
section. ` |

Sec. 94. Redemption is made by the payment of the pur- - 


chase money, and twenty-five per cent addition, together with 
interest upon the purchase money, from the date of sale to the 
time of payment at legal rate, and the amount of any taxes 
whieh the purchaser may have paid upon the property. 

Src. 95. A redemption discharges the property from the 
etiect of the sale for the asssessment. If made by the owner or 
his successor in interest, the estate in the property is thereby 
restored to such owner or his successor in interest, as the case 
may be; but if made by a lien creditor, the amount paid for the 
redemption, is thereafter to be deemed a part of his judgment, 
decree or mortgage, as the case may be, and shall bear like 
interest, and may be enforced and collected as a part thereof. 

Src. 96. Whenever a purchaser or those claiming under him 
refuse to convey to a person entitled to redeem, such person 
may enforce a conveyance therefor by a suit in equity,.as for a 
specific contract to convey real property; and such suit miay be 
maintained against absent parties without proof of tender of 
the money and an offer to redeem, if the plaintiff bring such 
money into court and offer then to redeem. | . 

Src. 97. Each lot or part thereof within the limits of a pro- 
posed street improvement, shall be liable for the full cost of 
making the same upon the half of the street in front of and 
abutting upon it, and also for a proportionate share of the cost 
of improving the intersection of two of. the streets bounding 
the block in which suck lot, or part thereof is situated. 

Sec. 98. The probable cost of improving such intersection is 
to be assesed upon the lots or part thereof situated in the quar- 
ters of the four blocks adjoining such intersection, butonly upon 
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the lots or parts thereof within the quarters nearest thereto ; and 
in proportion to the cash value of such lots or parts thereof ir- 
respective of improvements thereon. 

Src. 99. <A sale of real property under the provisions of this 
chapter, conveys to the purchaser, subject to redemption, as- 
herein provided, all the estate or interest therein of the owner, 
whether known or unknown,. together with all the rights and 
appurtenances thereunto belonging. 

Sec. 100. When an assessment upon any lot or part thereof 
becomes delinquent, any person having a lien thereon by judg- 
ment, decree or mortgage, may at any time before the sale of 
such lot or part thereof, pay the same, and such payment dis- 
charges the property from the effect of the assessment, and the 
amount of such delinquent taxes and all accruing costs and 
charges, if any, when so paid is thereafter to be. deemed a part 
of such lien creditor’s judgment, decree or mortgage as the case 
may be, and shall bear like interest; and may be enforced and 
collected as a part thereof. 

Src. 101. The council must provide by ordinance for the 
time and manner of doing the work on any proposed improve- 
ment subject only to the following restrictions : 

1. After proper notice the work must be let to the lowest 
bidder but a bid by the owner or ownegs of two-thirds of the 
property in a block fronting on a street proposed to be improv- 
‘ed, must be accepted if as low as any other bid,, and the coun- 
cil may provide for the rejection of any or all bids, when deem- 
ed unreasonable, and that the bid of any person, who has before 
pid or contracted for such work and been delinquent therein, 
shall not be received. 

Sec. 102. If upon the completion of any improvement it is 
found that the sum assessed therefor upon any lot or part, is in- 
sufficient to defray the cost thereof, the council must ascertain 
- the defect, and declare the same by ordinance. When so de- 
clared, the auditor must enter the sum of the deficit in the 
docket of the city liens, in a column reserved for that purpose 
in the original entry with the date thereof, and such deficit 
shall thereafter be a lien upon such lot or part thereof, in the 
manner, and with like effect, as, in case of the sum originally 
assessed and shall also be payable, and may be colleeted in like 
manner, and with like effect, as in the case of such sum so 
assessed. K 

Sec. 103. If upon the completion of any improvement it is 
found that the sum assessed therefor upon any lot or part thereof, 
is more than svfficient to defray the cost thereof, the council must 
ascertain and declare the surplus in like manner as in the case of 
a deficit, when so declared it must be entered, as in case of a de- 
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ficit in the docket of city liens, and thereafter the person who 
paid such surplus or his legal representatives is entitled to re-pay- 
ment of the same by warrant upon the city treasurer. 

Src. 104. All money paid or collected upon assessments for 
the improvement of streets shall be kept as a separate fund, and 
in no wise used for any other purpose whatever ; all money so 
assessed including a deficit from the time of being entered in the 
docket of city liens, shall bear interest at the legal rate until paid 
or collected.- l 

Sec. 105. The proceedings authorized by this chapter for the 
establishment or alteration of a grade or the improvement of a 
street, or a part thereof, may be taken, and had without giving 
the notice prescribed in section 79, whenever the owner or 
owners of two-thirds of the adjacent property, shall, in writing, 
petition the council therefor. a 

Sec. 106. When a street, or part thereof, has been once im- 
proved under and by virtue of the provisions of this chapter, 
thereafter such street, or part thereof, is not subject to be again 
improved, but may be repaired. 

Sec. 107. Thecouncil is authorized to repair any street or part 
thereof, whenever it deems it expedient, and to declare by ordi- 
nance before doing the same, whether the cost thereof shall be 
assessed upon the adjacent property, or he paid out of the general 
fund of the city. 

Src. 108. If the council declares that a proposed repair shall 
be made at the cost of the adjacent property, thereafter the pro- 
posed repair is to be deemed an “improvement,” and shall be 
made accordingly ; but ifit declares that the cost of the same shall 
be paid out of the general fund, such repairs may be made as the 


ordinance may provide, and be paid for accordingly. 


Src. 109. The cost of establishing or altering the grade of 
any street, or part thereof, shall be paid out of the general fund 
of the city. The term general fund as used in this chapter in- 
cludes any fund raised by special tax for the purpose, in connec- 
tion with which such term is used. 

Sec. 110. Whenever any lot, or part thereof, sold under the 
provisions of this chapter, shall bring more than the assessment 
thereon, with interest and costs, and charges of collection, the sur- 
plus must be paid te the treasurer, and the person executing the 
warrant must take a separate receipt for such surplus and file it 
with the auditor, on the return of the warrant. At any time 
thereafter the owner, or his legal representatives, is entitled to -a 
warrant upon thetreasurer for sueh surplus. 

Sec. 111. The deed to the purchaser, must express the true 
consideration theréof, which is the amount paid by the purchaser, 
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and the return of the personexecuting the warrant, must specify 
the amount for which each lot or part thereof sold and the name 
of the purchaser. l

SECTION 112. Whenever any general or special tax has been 
_ levied as provided and authorized in section 38, every part thereof 
` shall bear interest. at the legal rate from the time it is due and 
payable, until paid or collected. 

Sec. 113. The council must provide by ordinance within what 
time all taxes, levied as provided. and authorized in section 38, 
may be paid to the treasurer; andéall taxes not paid to the treas- 
-urer within such time, are hereafter delinquent taxes, and must be 
collected as such. > 

Src. 114. Within five days from the-expiration of the time 
- limited for paying taxes to the treasurer, the treasurer must re- 
turn the tax roll to the council, distinguishing therein the, taxes 
. paid and those remaining unpaid. 

Src. 115. The council must thereafter order the auditor to đe- 
liver the tax rolltothe marshal, and issue and annex thereto, a war- 
rant directed tothe marshal, commanding him to proceed and forth- 
with to collect the delinquent taxes upon such roll, in the man- 
ner provided by law, and pay the same to the treasurer, less his 
fees and costs of collection, and return the warrant with his doings 
thereon, and the receipt of the treasurer, for all moneys collected 
thereby, and paid to the treasurer, ‘to the auditor. 

Sec. 116. Such warrant for the purpose of collecting such de- 
linquent taxes; shall be deemed an execution against property, and 
shall have the force and effect thereof, against any person, firm or 
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corporation, against whom such taxes are levied or charged on the 
tax roll, and shall be executed and returned in like manner, except 
as in this chapter otherwise provided. 

Sec. 117. Ifno personal property be found whereon to levy 
the warrant, or if that levied upon be not sufficient to satisfy the 
same; it must be levied on any real property of the person, firm 
or corporation against whom the tax is levied or charged, or suf- 
ficient thereof to satisfy such warrant, including interest, fees of 
officer, and all expenses of sale and executing the warrant. 

Sec. 118. In case of a delinquent tax levied upon real proper- 
ty in the name of an owner unknown, the warrant shall be exé- 
cuted, by levying upon each lot or part thereof of such property, 
for thetax levied thereon, and selling it separately. , 

Sec. 119. All taxes heretofore levied by the municipal corpor- 
ation of Portland, and remaining unpaid, or delinquent, may, by 
order of the council, be collected from the person, firm or corpor- 
ation, whether known or unknown, against whom the same were 
charged or levied, by warrant, in the manner and with the effect 
provided in this chapter for the collection of delinquent taxes.. 

Sec. 120. When real property is sold for delinquent taxes, the 

person executing the warrant, must immediately make a deed for 
such property to the purchaser stating therein that the same is 
made subject to redemption as provided by law, and such sale 
shall have the effect prescribed in section 99. 
_ Sec. 121. Real property sold for delinquent taxes as provided 
in this chapter may be redeemed by the owner or his successor in 
interest, or by any person having a lein by judgment, decree or 
mortgage on such property, or any part thereof separately sold, 
within three years from the date of the deed therefor, and upon 
the terms and conditions and with the effect provided in chapter 
VIII of this act, in the case of sale of real property for delinquent 
assessments for the improvement of streets, and such delinquent 
tax may be paid by such lien ereditor in the same manner and 
with like effect as a delinquent assessment, as provided in section 
100. 

Sec. 122. Whenever any property real or personal sold for 
delinquent taxes shall bring more than the amount of such taxes 
with interest and the costs and charges of collection, the surplus 
must be paid to the treasurer, and the person executing the war- 
rant must take a separate receipt for such surplus, and file the 
same with the auditor on the return of the warrant. At any time 
thereafter, the owner of the property sold or his legal representa- 
tive, is entitled to a warrant upon the treasurer for such surplus. 

Szc. 123. Section 111 shall apply to the sale of real property 
for delinquent taxes, and in case of the sale of personal property 
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for such taxes the true consideration thereof shall in like manner 
be, expressed i in the bill of sale therefor, and the return of the per- 
son executing the warrant must specify such consideration and 
the name of the purchaser. 

Sec. 124. The council may provide by ordinance within what. 
time a warrant for the collection of delinquent taxes must be re- 
turned, apd may order an alias warrant to issue for the collection 
of any such taxes, not made\on a previous one.

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SECTION 126. The city of Portland is not bound for any con- 
tract, or in any way liable thereon, unless the same is authorized 
by a city ordinance, and made in writing and by order of the 
council, signed by the auditor or some other person on behalf of 
the city. But an ordinance may authorize an officer or agent of 
the city, naming him, to bind the city, without a contract in wri- 
ting, for the payment of any sum of money not exceeging one 
hundred dollars. 

Sec. 127. The city of Portland is not liable to any one for 
any loss or injury to person or property, growing out of any cas- 
ualty or accident happening to such person or property on ac- 
count of the condition of any street or public oe therein. 
But this section does not exonerate any officer of the city of Port- 
land, or other person from such liability, when such casuality or 
accident is caused by the wilful neglect of a duty enjoined upon 
such officer or person by law, or by the gross negligence or wilful 
misconduct of such officer or person in any other respect. 

Sec. 128. No money shall be drawn from the treasury, but in 
pursuance of an appropriation for that purpose, made by ordin- 
ance, and an ordinance making an appropriation of money must 
not contain a provision upon any other subject, and if it does, 
such ordinance, as to such provision shall be void, and not 
otherwise. 

Sec. 129. At the first election under this act, the councilmen 
from each ward, shall at the first meeting of the council there- 
after, in such manner as the council ‘shall onde , draw lots to de- 
termine the duration of the terms of such councilmen. The lots 
shall be for the term of one year, two years, and three years res- 
pectively, and the term of such membersshall expire accordingly 
as they may draw either of such lots, so that thereafter, at every 
general election, except in the case of vacancies, there will be one 
councilman to elect from each ward, for the term of three years. 
The proceedings connected with drawing such lots shall be sub- 
stantially entéred in the journal of the council. í 

Sec. 130. When an additional ward is created by the council, 
the three councilmen from such ward, shall at the first election 
therefor, be elected for the terms of one, two and three years res- 
pectively; and the voting and returns thereof, shall take place and 
be made accordingly. 

Sec. 131. The returns of the first election held under this act 
shall be made to the recorder then in office, in all respects as this 
act elsewhere directs them to be made to the auditor, and such 
recorder shall canvass the same, and issue certificates of election 
in all respects as such auditor is elsewhere: required to do by this 
act, 
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Sec. 132. A member of the council for words uttered in de- 
bate therein, shall not be questioned in any other place. 

Sec. 133. The present mayor and council, and all officers of 
the city of Portland, shall continue in office, until the first general 
election under this act, and until the tenth day thereafter, and. 
from and after the time this act [takes] effect, and until such tenth 
day, shall perform the duties and exercise the powers, and be sub- 
ject to the restrictions provided in this act for such mayor and 
council, and like officers; and during such time the clerk of the 
council shall be known and act as auditor. 

Sec. 134. The fical-year.of the city shall commence fon the 
first day of January and end on the last day of December ‘of each 
year, and during any such year, the rates of general and special 
taxes levied must not exceed I in the’ aggregate one and a half per 
centum. 

Sec. 135. The indebtedness of the city of Portland must never 
exceed in the aggregate the sum of fifty thousand dollars, and any 
debt or liability incurred in violation of this section, whether by 
borrowing money, loaning the credit of the city, or otherwise, is 
null and void and of no effect. 

Sec. 136. The city of Portland has power and authority to 
provide by ordinance for dredging the bars in the Willamette river, 
and for improving and keeping improved the navigation of the 
same, in front of “aud below the city of Portland, and in the ex- 
ercise of such power and authority may provide and use all means 
necessary or convenient therefor, not prohibited by this act. 

Sec. 137. For the purposes mentioned in section 136, there 
may be in each year of two successive fiscal years, levied and col- 
lected a special tax, not excéeding two per centum upon all pro- 
perty subject to assessment and taxation as provided if section 
38; and for the same purpose there may be, in any other fiscal 
year, levied and collected a special tax, not exceeding one-half of 
one per centum, upon all properfy; Pr ‘ovided, that the special tax 
specified in section 38, shall not be levied and collectedin either 
of the two successive fiscal years in. which a tax not exceeding 
two per centum may be levied and collected for the purpose spe- 
cified in section 136 of this act, as authorized by the first clause 
of this section. 

Sec. 138. The prohibition contained in section 134, does not 
apply to or include any special tax levied by the authority óf and 
for the purpose mentioned in sections 136 and 137, and all pro- 
visions of this act in relation to the payment of taxes, the rate of 
interest thereon, and defining delinqnent taxes, and providing for 
the collection thereof and redemption of property sold therefor, 
shall apply.te and include any such special tax. 
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Sec. 139. In any action suit or proceeding in any court, con- 
cerning any assessment of property or levy of taxes, authorized 
by this act, or the collection of any such tax or proceeding conse- 
quent thereon, such assessment, levy, consequent proceeding, and 
all proceedings connected therewith, shall be presumed to be reg- 
ular and duly done or taken, until the contrary is shown; and 
when any proceeding, matter or thing is by this act committed or 
left to the discretion or judgment of the council, such discretion 
or juegment. when exercised or declared, is final, and cannot be 
reviewed or called in question elseweere. 

SEC. 140. In making a deed for real property sold ‘for delin- 
quent taxcs, or a delinquent assessment for the improvement of a 
street, it is not necessary to recite or set forth the proceedings 
prior to the sale, but it 1s sufficient if it substantially appears from 
such deed, that the property was sold by virtue of a warrant from 
the city of Portland, and the date thereof, for.a delinquent assess- 
ment or tax, and the amount thereof, together with the date of 
the sale and the amount bid thereat by the purchaser. The style 
of a warrant for the collection of delinquent assessments or taxes 
shall be: “In the name of the city of Portland. l 

SEC. 141. The mayor and councilmen are not entitled to, and 
must not receive any salary or compensation for their official 
services. 

Sec. 142. Whenever the grade of any street has been estab- 
lished, the council may authorize the owner or owners of any 
property thereon, to cut down or fill up such street, in front of 
such property, according to such grade, at the expense and cost of 
such owner. 

Sec. 143. The authority mentioned in section 142, cannot be 
given after an assessment has been made for the improvement of 
the street in front of such property, and in giving such authority, 
the council may impose such terms and conditions thereon, as may 
be. necessary to secure the deposit of excavations upon any part 
of such street as may require to be filled up. 

- Sec. 144. Real property when sold for or to satisfy a delin- 
quent assessment or tax, must be sold for United States gold or 
silver coin, and not otherwise; and any one applying or seeking to 
redeem property so sold, as in this act provided, must pay or offer 
to pay the sum necessary therefor, in such coin and not otherwise. 

sec. 145. All real property within the limits of the city of 
Portland, not laid off if blocks and lots, at the time of making 
any assessment authorized by this act, must be assessed at its cash 
value per acre or fraction thereof, as the case may be.’ l 

Sec. 146. Whenever any lot or part thereof is sold for. a de- 


linquent assessment for a street improvement, and afterward re- 
EON 
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sold for a deficit in such assessment, asin this act provided, to any 
person other than the purchaser at the first sale, or his successor 
in interest, such purchaser or successor for the purpose of making 
redemption from the purchaser at such re-sale, is to be deemed. an 
owner within the meaning of this act. ; 

Src. 147. The act entitled “ An act to incorporate the city of 
Portland, passed January 23d, A. D. 1851, is hereby repealed, and, 
also all acts amendatory thereof, namely, “An act to amend an 
act entitied, ‘An act to incorporate the city of Portland,’ ” passed 
the House of Representatives, Jan. 13th, 1858, and passed the 
Council January 15, 1858. “An act relating to the incorporation 
of the city of Portland,” approved October the 17th, 1860.

Sec. 151. Inasmuch as there is an urgent necessity that | 
many of the streets within the city of Portland be improved be- 
fore the commencement of winter, and a like necessity that the 
improvement of: the navigation of the Willamette river be pro- 
vided for at the earliest time possible, this act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after the tenth day after its approval by the

to place of beginning: Provided, that should the east line of said 
military reserve hereafter be removed to a line further west, then 
the west line of that portion of the corporation shall be removed 
to conform to the same.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 


Section 1. That the inhabitants of Albany and their succes- 
sors, within the following limits, are hereby declared a body 
politic and corporate, by the name and style of the city of Albany. 
= Sec. 2. The limits of said city shall be as follows: Com- 
mencing in the middle of the main channel of the Willamette 
river at the north-east corner of Hackleman’s addition to the town 
of Albany, thence south on the east line of said addition, to the 
south-east corner of said addition, thence west on the south line 
of said addition to the east line of Thomas Monteith’s land claim, 
thence south on said line to a point three-fourths of a mile from 
the Willamette river, thence west to the western boundary of 
Walter Monteith’s land claim, thence north along said boundary 
to thé Calapooia river, thence down the middle of said river to 
the Willamette river, thence down the middle of the channel of 
said river to the place of beginning ; and said city shall constitute 
“one ward. ; 

Sec. 3. Said city shall have power to purchase, use, lease, sell 
or dispose of property real and personal, to make contracts, to sue 
and be sued, to have and use a common seal, and the same to 
change at pleasure. 

Sec. 4. The officers of-said city shall be a mayor, six alder- 
men, a recorder who shall be ex-officio clerk of the common coun- 
cil and assessor, a marshal who shall be ex-officio collector of 
taxes, and a treasurer, who shall hold their offices until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 5. Said officers shall be elected annually by the qualified 
electors of said city, on the first Monday in December of each 
year: Provided, that no person shall be entitled to vote at any mu- 
nicipal election who has not resided in said city limits thirty days 
next preceding the election, and also shall have refused or neg- 
lected to pay any city fine or tax legally assessed against him, 
provided such payment has been legally demanded of him. The 
first election for city officers shall be as follows: The county clerk

-vide for the prevention and extinguishment of tire; to appoint fire 
wardens and prescribe their duties, and property guards, to com- 
pel any person or pérsons present to aid in extinguishment of such 
fires or tor the preservation of property exposed to danger in time 
of fire, and by ordinance to prescribe such other powers as may 
ye necessary on such occasions; to establish and regulate a police 
and night watch; to impose fines, penalities and forfeitures; to pro-

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in said city; to license and regulate porters and for the rate of 
porterage; to appropriate for any item of city expenditure, and to 
provide for the payment of the debts and expenses of the city, to 
appoint a city attorney and prescribe his duties; to change and 
make new wards, and change the number of the aldermen as the 
interests of the city may require; to provide for measuring and 
weighing hay, and wood, and other commodities bought and sold 


in said city; to provide for the removal of standing water, and un- . 


wholesome and offensive substances, and to prevent streams from 
overflowing their banks; to make by law and ordinances uot in- 
consistent with the laws of the United States or of this state, to 
carry into effect the provisions of this charter, and secure the 
health, peace and improvement of said city, and to provide for the 
punishment of the violation of city ordinances by fine or imprison- 
ment, but no fine shall exceed one hundred dollars, nor imprison- 
ment more than twenty ‘days, and shall have power to prevent the 
introduction of diseases into the city; to prevent and restrain any 
riot, noise, disturbance or disorderly assemblage in any street, 
house or place in the city; to provide for ‘the prevention and re- 
moval of obstructions in the Willamette river within the limits 
of said city: Provided, that, the residents of said city shall not be 
exempt from payment of such road taxes as are, or may be by law 
imposed upon other résidents of Linn county, and provided 
further; that the city council shall appoint a suitable person as 
supervisor of roads, who shall collect and apply all road tax with- 
in the city of Albany to the roads within the linits of said city, 
and:within the road district in which said city is situated. 

Sec. 7. The mayor shall have power to call meetings of the 
common council, and shall preside at’ their meetings. and when 
there is a tie in the council, shall vote, and shall, at least, once in 
each year state to said council the condition, financial and other- 
wise of the city, and récommend such measures for the peace, 
health, improvement and prosperty of the city, as he shall deem 
expedient. 

Sec. 8. The recorder shall have jurisdiction over all violations 
of city ordinances, and may hold to bail, fine or commit persons 
found guilty thereof, and within the city shall have jurisdiction 
and powers like a justice of the peace, and the laws governing

Sec. 10. The treasurer shall receive and keep the funds and 
moneys of the city and-pay out the same, as hereinafter specified, 
and when required by the common council, shall make a state- 
ment of the financial affairs of the city. , 

Sec. 11. The mayor and aldermen shall receive no pay for 
their services, and the compensation of other officers shall be as 
provided by the common council. 

Sec. 12. No claim against the city shall be paid until it is 
audited and allowed by the common council, and then the treas- 
urer shall, pay it upon a warrant drawn upon him by the recorder, 

‘Sec. 13. No member of the common council shali during the 
period for which he is elected, be interested in any contraet, the 
expenses of which are to be paid out of the city treasury. 

Sec. 14. Within five days from the enactment of any ordi- 
nance, a copy thereof shall be posted in three of the most publie 
places in said city, or published. in a newspaper in Albany; and ne 
ordinance shall take effect~-in less than five days from its passage. 

SEG 15. A majority of the aldermen with the presiding officer 
at any meeting, shall constitute a quorum to do kusiness, and all 
their meetings shall'be public, and at least once a year they shall 
cause a statement of the financial ee of the city to be pub- 
lished. 

Sec. 16. The city council shall not in any manner create any 
debt or liabilities wkich shall singly or in the aggregate, exceed 
` the sum of one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 17. This charter shall be submitted to the popular votes 
of the qualified electors ef the city of Albany, for their açcept- 
~ ance or rejection, and if a majority of votes cast be in favor of 
accepting the same, it shall become a law but not otherwise. 

Sec. 18. The clerk of said Linn county, or deputy, shall give 
notice thereof, and appoint a time previous to the last Monday in 
November, 1864, and a place'in said city for voting on the accept- 
ance or rejection of this charter, and he shall also appoint three 
persons who shall be qualified, and receive votes and declare the 
result of the vote to the said clerk or deputy, whe shall thereupox 
immediately declare the result of the vote.

. AN ACT donating certain lands to the Oreegon Central Militery Road Company. 


WHEREAS, the last session of the congress of the United States 
passed a certain act, donating lands to the state of Oregon, 
which act is here set forth to wit: “An act grating lands to the 

` state of Oregon to aid in the construction of a military road 
from Eugene City, to the southern or eastern boundary of said 
state : 


Be tt enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 


Section 1. That there be and hereby is granted to the state 
of Oregon, to aid in the construction of a military wagon road 
irom Eugene city, by way df middle fork of the Willamette river, 
and the mest feasible pass in the Cascade range of mountains 
near Diamond Peak, to the southern or eastern boundary of the 
state, alternate sections of public lands, designated by odd num- 
bers, for three sections in width on each side of the road: Provided, 
that the lands hereby granted, shall be exclusively applied in the 
construction of said road, and shall be disposed of only as the. 
work progresses, and the same shall be applied to no other pur- 
pose whatever: And provided further, that any and all lands here- 
tofore reserved to the United States by aet of congress or other 
competent authority, be and the same are reserved from the oper- 
ation of this act, except so far as may be necessary to locate the 
route of said road through the same, in which case the right of 
way is granted. 

Src. 2. And be it further enacted, That the said lands hereby 
granted to said state shall be disposed of by the legislature 
thereof, for the purpose aforesaid, and for'no other; and the said. 
road shall be and remain a public highway for the use of the 
government of the United States, free from toll or other charge 
apon the transportation of any property, troops or mails of the 
United States. a ; 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That said road shall be con- 
stracted with such width, gradation and bridges, as to permit of 
its regular use as a wagon road, and in such other special man- 
ner as the state of Oregon may preseribe.

That Job Hatfield, S. D. Hinsdale and David 
Morey are hereby appointed a board of pilot commissioners whose 
duty it shall be to examine all candidates for pilots for the Ump- 
qua river bar, and shall grant branches or warrants to as many 
qualified applicants as they may deem necessary for the commer- 
cial interest of the Umpqua river; Provided, that the terms of 
office of said board of pilot commissioners, shall expire in two 
years from the passage of this bill.

4, of this act, shall 
pay to the regular pilot, who shall offer his services outside of the 
bar, full pilotage for entering the river, and one-half pilotage on 

s leaving the harbor without a pilot, providing one shall offer his 
services.

liver such copies in goed condition to the commissioner for com- 
piling the laws, as fast as set up and published. Such secretary 
must also furnish the state printer with correct copies of the 
journals for publication. The copy of the code of criminal pro- 
cedure, and the act regulating procedure in justices’ courts, need 
not be furnished to the state printer for publication, but the latter. 
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acts must be furnished to the commissioner, and the commissioner 
is authorized te use the printed copy of the criminal code, fur- 
nished him by such secretary and certified to be correct.

Sec. 2. The corporate limits of said city of Umatilla shall be 
as follows, to wit: commencing in the centre of the channel. of. 
the Columbia river, at a point opposite the north east corner of 
Jesse Lurchine’s land claim, comprising the present town sité ac- 
cording to the original plotas filed in county clerk’s office; thence . 
running south one mile; thence due east to the Umatilla river; 
thence northerly down said river to the centre of the channel of 
the Columbiariver; thence up said channel to the place of be- 
ginning. 

SEC. 3. The officers of said city of Umatilla shall be a mayor; 
five aldermen; a recorder, who shall be ex officio clerk of the com- 
mon council and assessor; a marshal, who shall be ex officio collec- 
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tor of taxes, and a treasurer, who shall hold their offices for one 
year, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

SEC. 4. Said officers shall be elected annually, by the qualified 
electors of said city. First election shall be held on the first 
Tuesday, after the first Monday in November 1864, and after- 
wards on the first Monday m June of each year. The county 
clerk of Umatilla shall post in three public places in the town. 
notices of the said election, and designate the place, where said 
election will be held, andshall appoint three persons to receive the 
votes as aforesaid, and within five days thereafter make return of 
said votes to the said clerk or his deputy and: he shall forthwith, 
in the presence of the county judge, or a justice of the peace, 
canvass the same, and to ‘the persons, respectively, having the 
highest number of votes for mayor, recorder, marshal and treas- 
urer, he shall give certificates of election, and to the five persons 
having the highest number of votes for aldermen, he shall give 
certificates of electionas aldermen of said city. 

Src. 5. The mayor and aldermen shall.compose the common 
council of said city, and at any meeting shall have exclusive power 
to provide for the election and qualification of officers and for fill- 
ing allvacancies inoffice; to fix the time and place of their meeting, 
but they shall meet as often as once in each month; to levy and 
collect taxes for city purposes, not to exceed one-half of one per, 
cent. per annum on property in said city taxable for county pur- 
poses ; to establish hospitals; to prevent and remove nuisances ; 
to provide water ; to license, tax and regulate atictioncers, taverns, 
ordinaries, hawkers, peddlers, brokers, pawn-brokers and money 
changers, and also, hackney carriages, wagons, carts, drays, and 
omnibusses, and to fix the rates of carrying persons or property 
thereon ; to license, tax and regulate bar rooms, billiard tables, 


theatrical and other shows, exhibitions and other aimusements, 


and also, to prohibit bawdy houses, gaming and gambling houses; 


Provided the tax and license hereby granted shall be in addition 


to those made by the county; to establish and regulate rharket 
houses and places; to'establish fire companies, and to provide for 
the prevention and extinguishment of fire; to appoint fire war- 
dens, and prescribe their duties, and property guards, to compel 
any-person or persons to aid in extinguishment of such fires or for 
the preservation of property exposed to danger in time of fire, and 


~ by ordinance to prescribe such other powers as may be necessary 


on such occasions ; to establish and regulate a police and night 
watch; to impose fines, penalties and forfeitures; to provide for 


_ the construction, clearing and repairs of side and cross walks ad- 


jacent to lots by the holders thereof, and also for making, clear- 
ing and improving gutters; to grade, pave, plank or otherwise 
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clean dnd keep in repair, streets, alleys and sidewalks; to erect, 
regulate and repait public wharves, docks, and bridges, and regu- 
late the erection and repairs of private wharves and fix the rate of 


_ wharfage thereof; to regulate the storage of gun-powder and 


other combustible materials, and the use of candles, lamps, and 
other lights, in shops, stables and other places; to prevent, re- 
move or secure any fire place, stove er other apparatus which 
may be dangerous in causing fires; to regulate and prescibe the

AN ACT to incorporate Canyon City. 
Be it enaeted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 


Section 1. That the inhabitants of the town of Canyon City 
in the county of Grant, Oregon, and their successors within the 
following limits, are hereby declared a body politic and corporate, 
by the name and style of Canyon City, and by that name, have 
perpetual succession, to sue and defend in all courts, to purchase, 
lease, receive and hold property, and to sell and otherwise dispose 
of the same for their common benefit, and to have a common seal, 
and alter the same at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The corporate limits of said city of “Canyon, shall be 
as follows, xz: Commencing at a point on Canyon creek, known 
as Hog point, thence due east one half mile, thence due north one

Sec. 3. The officers of said city of Canyon, shall be a mayor, 
four. aldermen, a recorder who shall be ex-officio clerk of the 
common council and assessor, a marshal who shall be ex-officio 
collector of taxes, and a treasurer, who shall hold their offices for 
one year, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 
Said officers shall be elected annually by the qualified electors of 
said city. [The] first election shall be held on the first Monday 
of December, 1864, and afterward, on the first Monday of June 
of each year.

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AN ACT to amend an Act entitled “An act for the establishment of a Pilotage A the Cò- 
lumbia and Willamette Rivesrs,’’? approved Oct. 17, 1860. 


Be it enacted by the Legisiative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 


Sec. 1. That section 11 of such act is hereby repealed, and 
the following enacted in the place thereof: Sec. 11. The fee for 
piloting a ship or vessel from the open sea beyond the bar, to As- 
toria, shall be ter dollars per foot draft for the first twelve feet, 
and twelve dollars per foot for any excess above twelve feet; and 
for piloting a ship or vessel from Astoria to the open sea beyond 
the bar, ten dollars per foot draft for the first twelve feet, and 
twelve dollars per foot draft for the excess above twelve feet. If 
a pilot shall board a ship or vessel bound in, while she is either on 
or within the bar, and not above Sand Island, he shall be entitled 
to only half fees, from thence to Astoria, and if at the time of 
boarding she shall be above Sand island, he shall be entitled to 
quarter fees only ; but no ship or vessel bound in, shall be required 
to pay pilotage, which refuses to take a pilot after arriving on the 
bar. The fees of pilots on the river above Astoria, shall be fixed 
drom time to time by the pilot commissioners. 

Sec. 2. When any citizen of the United States, or any cor- 
poration organized under the laws of this state, shall plaee a steam 
tug boat on the pilot ground between Astoria and the open sea, 
outside the bar, and shall apply to the pilot commissioners for the 
right of pilotage on such pilot grounds, the commissioners shall 
examine such tug beat, and if they find the same to be of sufficient 
size, strength and motive power for that service, in all weather 
when the bar can be crossed by the best elass of steamers and 
` sailing vessels, and her hull and machinery have been duly in- 
spected and approved under the laws of the United States, and 
that she is abundantly supplied with boats and every appliance 
which they may think necessary, and that her master and a suf- 
ficint number of pilots in her employ, are well qualified to act as 
such bar pilots, the commissioners shall license such master and 
other pilots in the employ of such tug-boat, and shall revoke all 
other such licenses, and shall not license afiy other bar pilots than 
such as shall be in the employ of such tug-boat, so long as such a 
tug-boat and her master and pilot shall fully satisfy all the re- 
quirements of pilotage and towage upon the said pilot grounds.

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AN ACT extending the time of Payment of State Taxes fon the Counties of Benton, Coor, 
Curry, Douglas, Josephine, Jackson and Lane, and regulating the manner thereof. 


WuHereas, the counties of Benton, Coos, Curry, Douglas, Jose- 
phine, Jackson and Lane, have collected their quota of state 
taxes in United States treasury notes, and tendered the same to 
the state, whieh money the state deelines te receive at its 
par value. Therefore, to enable said counties, if they shall so 
desire, to effect a change of curreney at home, 


Be ut enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 


Sec. 1. That the time for payment of said taxes is hereby ex- 
tended to ninety days after the approval of this act by the Gov- 
ernor ; and the state treasurer is authorized to receive the said 
taxes due from each eounty aforesaid, in other meney of the 
United States, at any time within said period, without charging 
any forfeiture or interest thereon, for non-payment to that date. 

Sec. 2- To effect an early adjustment of the above accounts, 
and replenish the treasury for necessary use, this act shall be in 
force from and after its approval by the governor.

AN ACT sor tie relief of Josephine County- i; 


WHEREAS, the county of Josephine, laboring under the disadvan- 
tage of having to collect revenue from a transient mining pop- 
ulation, passed under the state organization with a territorial 
tax delinquency of over $2,000, which has since accumulated 
through delinquencies, forfeitures and interest, to more than 
$10,000; that the books of the secretary of state show a 
charge of $5,022 67 as principal alone, delinquency of said 
county up to, and inclusive of the fiscal year 1863. That said 
eounty is the only one in the state that has delinquencies back 
of 1864, and as these taxes do not appear to have been ecollect- 
ed, but to have been lost to the county, which is almost hope- 
lessly delinquent and needs relief.: Therefore : 


Be wt enacted by the Legislatiwe Assembly of the State of Oregon: 
Sec. 1. That whenever the county treasurer of Josephine 


county shall pay into the state treasury the sum of twenty-two 
hundred and seventy-nine dollars, the delinquencies of the yeaxs 


je 
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1861, 1862, and 1863, and shall produce to the secretary of state 
the receipt of said treasurer of state, that said payment has been 
made, the secretary of state is authorized to cancel all demands of 
the state against said county prior to that date, except a certain 
judgment recovered in 1862.

AN ACT to incorporate the City of Eugene. 1 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 


SECTION 1. That the inhabitants of the city of Eugene and 
their successors, within the following limits are hereby dedan ed a 
body politic and incorporate by the name and style of the city of 
Eugene. 

Sec. 2. The limits of said city shall be as follows: Commenc- 
ing at a point on the south side of fourth street where the same 
intersects the slough of the Willamette river, north of the city of 
Eugene mills, Piece west along the line of ile south side of said 
street to where the line of Olive street extended north would in- 
tersect the same, thence offset south to the south side of fifth 
street, thence on the line of the south side of said fifth street, 
west to a point due north of the north-east corner of Elias Stew-. 
art’s farm, thence south to Stewart’s north-east corner and along 
his east line to a point eight chains south of the south boundary 
of the town plat of Eugene city, thence east to the street imme- 
diately east of and contiguous to the property of Johñ Gardner, 
deceased, thence along said str eet and in line therewith to the east 
bank of the mill race, “thence along the east bank of the mill race 
to the east side of Osborn’s Eugene city flowering mills, thence 
along the east side of the tail race of said mills in a northerly di- 
rection to the place of beginning, which shall constitnte one ward 
until the voters in said ward amount to the number of five hun- 
dred, at which time the common council of said city shall provide 
for dividing thesaid city into wards, as shall be just and equitable. 

SEC. 3. Said city shall have power to purchase, use, lease, sell - 
or dispose of property real and personal, to make contracts, to 
sue and be sued, to have and use a common seal and to change 
the same at pleasure. 

SEC. 4. Tne officers of maar shall be a president and six 
trustees, a recòrder who shall be ex-officio clerk of the common 
council, and assessor, amarshal who shall be ex-officio collector of 
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taxes, and a treasurer, who shall hold their offices until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 5. Said officers shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of said city on the first Monday of April of each year as provided 
in section 6, of this act; Provided that no person shall be entitled 
to vote at any municipal election who has not resided within the 
‘muts‘of said city thirty days next preceeding the election, and 
who shall have refused or neglected to pay any city fine or tax 
legally assessed against him ; ; Provded such payment has been 
legally demanded of him at least twenty days before such election. 

Sec. 6. The officers of said city shall hold their offices for the 
term of two years and until their successors are elected and quali- 
fled, except as provided in this section ; and the first election for 
said city shall beheld on the first Monday of April, A. D. 1865, 
in manner as shall be provided by the common council of said 
city. At the first meeting of the council after said election, they 
shall provide for dividing the trustees elect into two classes, the 
first class of which shallhold their offices for two years, and those 
of the second class, for the term of one year; and shall provide that 
one half of the trustees of said city shall be chosen every year; 
the recorder, marshal, and treasurer of said city shall hold their 
offices for one year, and until their successors are elected and 
qualified.

bonds provided for by the act of the present session, granting 
bounties to volunteers, the sum of eight hundred dollars ; to pay 
for blank muster rolls, pay rolls, registers, allotments, cer tificates, 
powers of attorney and such other blanks and books as the adju- 
tant general of this state is required to furnish by the said act, 
granting bounties to soldiers, the sum of two hundred dollars; to

AN ACT providing-aid forthe construction of a Railroad. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon : 


SecTIon 1. That for the purpose of aiding in the construction 
of a railroad through the Willamette valley, and as much farther 
as practicable, but not to pass to or beyond the boundaries of the 
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state, there is hereby pledged to any corporation who shall com- * 


ply with the terms and conditions provided in this act, a yearly 
loan, for the period of five years, of a sum of mgney equal to a 
tax of'one mill, upon the assessable property of this state, during 
any such year, and not exceeding the sum of forty poursad dol- 
lars in any one year. 


‘Sec: 2. The moneys so loaned by the state to the corporation 


shall be repaid at the end of five years from the time the last in- 
strument shall have been so loaned, with interest at six per cent. 
per annum, during the said five years; and the state shall have 
a prior lien over all ‘other liens whatever, on all the real and per- 
sonal property of the corporation, to be enforced as a mortgage 
for the repayment of the said loan and interest, and the state 
shall also have free transportation at all times for persons and pro- 
perty transpor ted on account of the state, upon the said road dur- 
ing the existence or continuance of the said loan or any part 
thereof. 

SEC. 3. Whena corporation shall be organized under the 
laws of this state, with a capital stock of at least two million dol- 
lars, of which one-half shall be subscribed by citizens of this 
state, for the construction of a railroad running north and south 
through the Willamette valley, and not less than one hundred 
miles in length, butto extend as much farther south as practicable, 
not passing to or beyond the boundaries of the state, and when 
such corporation shall have completed and put into actual oper- 
ation, twenty miles of such road, at its northern terminus ;Po- 
vided such northern terminus shall be at the town of Portland, on 
the Willamette river, the governor shall issue his proclamation 


declaring these facts, and report the same to the next session of 


the legislative assembly, and thereafter such corporation shall be 
entitled to receive the loans and moneys specified in this act. 

Sec. 4. The corporation desiring to avail itself of the provi- 
sions of ‘this act, must accept the same in writing, within one 
year from the passage of this act, which acceptance must be filed 
with the secretary of state, and signed by a majority of the incor- 
porators of the company, or by its secretary and president, and 
show that the corporation is organized in compliance with this act, 
and that it has recevied bona fide subscriptions to its capital stock 
amounting to one million dollars, subscribed by citizens of this 
state.

Your menierialists, the - legislative assembly of. the state of 
Oregon, respecttully represent: that the .increase of, ‘population, 
and “development of the mineral and ‘other material resources! of 
the Pacific coast of the United States have so added to the rela- 
tive importance of that section of our common country, that it 
deserves, generally, more of the attention of the national con- 
gress, than it has hitherto received, 

But we desire now more particularly te represent thet necessity 
and propriety of providing for the defense of this section of a 
country, without so great expense to the general goverument a 
is inewyed by the. present system. Itis now necessary to main- 
tain a very considerable military force west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, aud in case of a war with any important foreign power, 
which has a navy, the necessity for arms and munitions of war, 
and forces to use the same would be immediately increased, and 
especially may we believe we-are justified in exercising great cau- 
tion, and in making ample preparation for defence when we turn 
to the southward a aud gee the interference of the F Emperor of the 
French in the affairs of. the Mexican government, and remember 
the ease with which he has violated the. pledges with which he 
justified the beginning of that cnterprise. The immense.gold and 
silver mines: daily being discovered ‘in Oregon, Idaho, -Washing- 
tou, California and Nevada, connected with the other magnificent 
yesources of the Pacific slope, are sufficient to tempt the cupidity 
of other and more careful and scrupulous rulers. And we. may 
well fear that if any foreign power should be disposed to interfere 
in-our affairs, in order to secure the success of the present rebel- 
lion, there would be an effort to seize this coast as a material 
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guarantee for the compliance of the United States government 
with such demand. Many additional reasons will doubtless sug- 
gest themselves to you, convincing you of the necessity of provi- 
ding a large supply of arms at some safe point on this coasi. 

And by way of showing that Oregon affords the proper point we 
state as follows: - r : 

1st. We have a central position between California and Wash- 
ington, and adjoining, Idaho, Nevada and Utah. 

2d. We have an unlimited supply of iron ore of the best qual- 


= ity, both above and below the falls of the Willamette river at 


Oregon city, and very near thereto. 
3d. There is an unlimited supply of timber at the same point. 
4th. There is there one of the-best and most extensive water 


powers in the world. l 
5th. There is there security against the approach of vessels of 


the navies of foreign powers. 

We respectfully represent that the United States would save 
large amounts.of money by manufacturing the common small 
arms, and other munitions of war necessary for use on the Pacific 
coast at the point hereinbefore named, rather than shipping them 
from the Atlantic coast. i 

We, therefore, pray that there may be located at the falls of 
the Willamette, near Oregon city, a national foundry, arsenal and 
manufactory of arms, and the appropriation of a sufficient sum of 
money to establish the same.

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HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION, NO: 10. 


Wuerzas, Article 5, section 1 of the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States provides for its own amendment as follows: 


“ARTICLE 5. The congress, whenever two-thirds of both _ 
houses, shall deem it necessary, shall propose amendments 
to this constitution, or on the application of the legislatures of 
two-thirds of the several states, shall call a convention for pro- 
posing amendments, which, in either case shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes, a8 part of this constitution, when rati- 
fied by the legislatures of three fourths of the several states, 
or by conventions in three fourths thereof, asthe one or the 
other mode of ratification may be proposed by the congress: 
Provided, that no amendment which may be made prior to the 
year 1808, shall inany manner affect the first aud fourth clauses 
in the ninth section of the first article; and that no state, 
without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal sufferage in 
the senate.” -And whereas, In the progress of the rebellion, it 
has become apparent that African slavery has been the cause 
thereof, and that there can be no permanent peace with slavery 
as a politicol element in the governmeat, nor with any of its . 
attendant laws ïn force in the states thereof, and believing 
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that the constitution ought to be so amended as to forever pro- 
hibit involuntary servitude, ‘except for crime, within the 
United States and the teri tories: thereof; therefore,

isolated sections of good lands and to bring them into market, can 
never be repaid by their sale; that therefore, while being to the 
government of no value, they may by economical system- of sur- 
veys under state authority be of much value to the state, and 


- might be applied to create a fund for internal improvements to 


great advantage to Oregon. We therefore pray that a bill, which 
we wish to have presented by our senators and representatives in 
congress, for your consideration and favorable action, may be pass- 
ed; giving and granting to the state of Oregon, all the unsur- 
veyed lands within her: boundaries, on the following conditions : 
First that all donations, pre-emptions, homestead claims, entries 
in any legitimate way under the United States, shall be respected 
and made good; that all grants to the state heretofore made by 
congress, shall by the state authorities be made good before any 
part of the lands can be applied to the purposes of internal im- 


‘provements: that all Indian reservations, military posts, now se- 


cured, shall not be included in this grant, and that the United 
States shall secure the right to take lands at any future time, which 
at the time may remain undisposed off, by thestate, for the sites of 
military posts or naval stations, or other public national purposes ; 
we also pray that the lands so donated shall be at the disposal ot 
the Legislature for the purpoge of internal improvements only, ` 
and we propose that every expense of surveys and of land agencies 
shall be borne by the state, and that the United States only be at 
the expense of settling up matters of title already iniatied.

of Oregon, a majority of all the members elected to each house con- 
curring, That the, following articles, as amendments to the con- 
stitution of the state of Oregon, be proposed and referred to 
the next legislative assembly, and if any or all of said articles, 
shall be concurred in by a majority of all the members elected 
to each house thereof, and shall be ratified by a majority of the 
electors of the state, then the same shall to all intents and pur- 
poses be a part of the constitution of the state of Oregon: 


i ARTICLE L 


The legislative assembly may at ny time, provide for the 
election of supreme and circuit judges in distinet classes, as 
provided in the constitution of this state. | 


ARTICLE I. j 


The legislative assembly, may at any time alter or modify the 
salaries of any officers provided for in the constitution of this 
state; Provided, that the salary of no officer, whose salary is 
provided for by the legislature, shall be increased or diminish- 
ed during his -continuance in office.. 


ARTICLE MI. 


The members of the legislative assembly, shall receive for 
their services, a sum not exceeding four dollars a day from the 
commencement of the session; but such pay shall not exceed 
in the aggregaie two hundred and forty dollars for per diem al- 
lowance for any one session. When convened in extra session 
by the governor, they shall receive four dollars per day. .
